Progress toward 
the goal of cash to pay for

Information received from 
the Board of Education of 
the Pasadena Unified School 
District, states that the $19,- 
C)()0,(X)0 School Bond Issue 
will again be submitted to 
the Voters at the Primary 
Election on June 7. 

The only difference in this 
issue and the one rejected 
by the voters in early March 
is that it will be in three 
.sections. (A) totaling $9,- 
306,535 will be for keeping 
the schools on single ses¬ 
sion with three new schools 
and three sites, and some 
repairs. (B) will total $4,- 
607,806, and this will be for 
safety and growth, mo.stly 
for rehabilitation, an ele¬ 
mentary site and some 
classrooms. 

(C) Totaling $5,085,659 is 
the next five years projec¬ 
tion for sites for fifth high 
school, auditorium site for 
Blair and auditorium. 

As we have been told 
Voters may vote on each 
category separately.

It is not a city, but a 
colony under a 31 year lease 
to Great Britian by China, 
with a population of 3% 
million, one half of which 
are under 20 years of age. 

Scenes depicted crowded 
conditions and great pov¬ 
erty of the refugees from 
the Chinese mainland, 26 
miles away. About 7^000 
are living in huts, sleeping 
in ba.sements, stalls, caves, 
stairways or on the streets. 

There is also a floating 
population of 120,000 who 
are bom, live and die on 
their sampan.s. 

The re-settlement project 
Instituted by the British will 
in time take care of many 
of these homeless people. 

Barracks made of concrete 
will house as many as 2000 
families at a rental of $1.60 
a month. Roof-top schools 
are provided by the govern¬ 
ment for the children at 60 
cents a month where the 
English language is 
stressed.

fore April 11. Failure to re¬ 
ceive a tax bill does not re¬ 
lieve the property owner of 
the payment of penalty if 
the taxes becPme delin¬ 
quent. If a bank or loan 
company pays your taxes, 
you need not make a re¬ 
quest. 

Harold J. Ostly announced 
that the majority of tax de¬ 
linquencies occur during the 
first year of ownership of 
property. If you are a new 
owner, you can determine 
what taxes are paid by 
checking your escrow 
papers. Be sure you under¬ 
stand the following three 
important points: 

1. That the second install¬ 
ment taxes may be unpaid 
because only the first in¬ 
stallment was paid during 
escrow. 

2. Whether the property 
owner or his lending agency 
is to pay the taxes. 

3. That property is sub¬ 
ject to taxes even if a bill 
has not been received.

Passes Away 

William E. “Uncle Bill” 

Slater passed away March 
21, after a brief illness. He

Dear Editor: 

A candidate for public 
office seeks election to a 
position of public trust. Cur¬ 
rently our nation is faced 
with the most serious and 
deadly threat since its in¬ 
ception — that of complete 
obliteration at the hands of 
communism, socialism and 
collectivism, including the 
Great Society with its end* 
less tentacles of federal in- 
tevention into every private 
citizens’ life.

1. Sponsored the Coordin¬ 
ating Committee to Lift the 
Embargo during the Span¬ 
ish Civil War. ’This commit¬ 
tee was cited as being a 
communist front organiza¬ 
tion by the Special Commit¬ 
tee on Un-American Activi¬ 
ties — House of Represent¬ 
atives, 78th Congress, 2nd 
Session. 

2. Was listed in the Daily 
Worker of February 10, 1944, 
page 3, as sponsoring the 
Committee of Women of the 
National Council of Ameri¬ 
can-Soviet Friendship, ex¬ 
posed before a congres - 
sonial committee in 1947 as 
a communist front. 

3. Joined another com¬ 
munist front in petitioning 
in behalf of Harry Bridges 
in 1942. 

She isn’t alone among the 
League of Women Voters 
representatives and stal¬ 
warts who have favored 
communist causes. One 
Emily Newell Blair spon¬ 
sored the League of Women 
Shoppers, an organization 
which the Special Commit¬ 
tee on Un-American Activi¬ 
ties, March 29, 1944, page 

121, found to be a com¬ 

munist controlled front. 

The League of Women 
oVters, at its state conven¬ 
tion in Pasadena in 1962, 

went on record as favoring 

repeal of the Levering Act 
—The Loyalty Oath Amend¬ 
ment to the California Con¬ 
stitution. Mrs. Sidle is a 
former treasurer of the 
Pasadena League of Women 
Voters, at its state conven- 
dentally, still opposes loyal¬ 
ty-security programs for col¬ 
lege professors, teachers 
and other educators. 

This is but a very small 
resume of the dirty record 
of the League of Women 
Voters. Should we entrust 
public office to a person 
who belongs to such an or¬ 
ganization?
